They have 
been drawn up as much as possible in a respon- 
sive form, and with some degree of variety, as 
more likely to keep up the attention ; at the same 
time too great length has been carefully avoided. 
The compiler wishes to acknowledge that for 
the general plan he is indebted to a form used in 
the schools of S. Peter's in the East, Oxford, 
which he received kind permission to make such 
use of as he thought fit. Being shortened, and 
in many respects altered, they are now put forth 
in hopes that, being founded on the system of the 
Liturgy, they may be generally useful for the 
schools of the Church.
